Shanghai, Aug. 29 (AP).—Foreign 
missionaries, including many Amer­ 
icans, fled Friday before a commun­ 
ist army surging eastward from 
Kansu to Shensi province. 
It was estimated about one hun­ 
dred missionaries, of whom about 
half are believed to be Americans, i 
are scattered through the province 
on Tibet’s border. 
Many of them 
hurried toward the city of Lanchow, 
although the capital of Kansu prov­ 
ince itself was known to be the Red 
army’s objective. 
Communications with 
Lanchow, 
far inland in North China, were 
meager and infrequent. 
They did 
not state the number of missionaries 
who had arrived from the outlying 
districts, but it was estimated about 
a dozen Christian Missionary Alli­ 
ance workers, with headquarters in 
New York, had arrived. 
Among the many not accounted 
for were the Rev. Stanley Harrison 
and Mrs. Harrison, who had been 
stationed at Pehsto on the northeast 
border of Tibet. Colleagues in Lan­ 
chow were alarmed, Lanchow ad­ 
vices said, because if the Harrisons 
had started they mast traverse an 
area infested with roving bands of 
Reds.
